The girl, identified only as H.B., 
has filed a lawsull challenging a 
Utah stalutc requiring notification 
of the parents of minors girls seek- 
ing an abortion. 

Greene said closing (he hearing 
was "the only, reasonable alter- 
native. undcr..Uic..facts..of. thc.cnse. 
The publicity could defeat the very 
thing the plaintiff Is trying to pre- 
vent, that is, notice."

Holman argued 
that the court’s responsibility was 
not to provide absolute protection of 
the . girl’s Identity, but to ensure a 
reasonable chance, that she would 
remain anonymous

abortion In Utah.

First MX to be deployed soon 


yo. lAP) - 
30’ days the first of 10 armed MX 
missiles to be deployed In 
southeastern Wyoming this year will 
be lowered Into a silo, according lo 
U.S. Air Force officials. 

However, within the next two 
weeks officials hope to have an Inert 
missile inserted Into an underground 
silo for training purposes, said F.E. 
Warren Air Force Base spokesman 
Capt.DavcNcwbry. 

Newbry said the inert missile is 
being Installed into a modified 
Minuteman 111 silo to familiarize 
crews with installing the weapons. 


In the meantime, almost 300 
civilians and 50-60 Air Force person- 
nel will continue processing sections 
of the four-stage missile, which (he 
Air Force calls the Peacekeeper, and 
completing modification work on the 
five silos that will be the first to bold 
the MX, he said. 

Because l^e MX missiles - arc 
catapulted out of the silos before 
their engines arc fired, the 
Minuteman III silos need to have a 
metal cylinder Inserted before ' the 
new weapons can be lowered Into the 
silos section by section. 

The missile's 10, nuclear warheads 


can be Instailcd in the missile’s 
fourth stage cither before or after 
the stage is lowered into the silo, ac- 
cording to Newbrv. 

Meanwhile, work is progressing on 
roads leading to the silo sites that 
arc scattered across the region. Ac- 
cording to Federal Highway Ad- 
ministration officials, bids totalling 
$14.6 million for MX road projects 
already have been awarded.

Dubini>n moves from U.N. to Washington 


Diplomat ‘Molotov with a pompadour’ 


UNITED NATIONS Up) - Yuri V. Dubinin, 
appointed the new Soviet ambassador to 
Washington, was described Tuesday by a senior 
Western diplomat at the Unltcu Nations as -a 
“Molotov with a pompadour.” 

'Dubinin, a 56-year-old- diplomat with wavy 
• silver hair,. 4s a "throwback to the Molotov 
school," said the diplomat, who asked that he 
not be IdentUled by name or nationality. He 
referred to the late Vyacheslav M. Molotov, the 
stem-faced Stalinist . foreign mlnlslcr 
remembered for his hostility to the West during 
the early days of the Cold War. 

By contrast, the diplomat described Anatoly 
. F. Dobrynin, the previous Soviet ambassador 
who served in Washington tor 24 years, as a 
"smoothie." In March,J)obrynin was named as a 
secretary of the Communist Parly’s Central 
Committee. 

Dubinin appears to be cut from the mold of the 
new Soviet mam as publicly personified by Soviet 
leadcrMlkhail Gorbachev. 

. He js "good looking, wears modem clothes and 


combs his hoir in a pompadour," the Western 
diplomat said. But during his brief assignment to 
the United Nations, he proved to be a “tough 
cookie." 

During closed-door meetings of the Security 
Cotmrll. Dtihlnln could be “fnirlv unolcawint,", 
the diplomat said. "He was insulting' to the 
French at several points.". 

. His new appointment, comng only two months 
after he bccam'e the Sovlcts’ U.N. ambassador, 
was met here with some suprise. It was noted he 
Is fluent in Spanish and French, but speaks lllUe 
English, although he has some understanding of 
the language. 

Soviet sources said Dubinin was receiving 
private tutoring to improve his English. 

Before coming to the United Nations, Dubinin 
served for., eight years as the ambassador to 
Spain. 

At the start of his diplomatic career in I9SS he 
was assigned. to the embassy- in Paris. From 
1956-59 he was In the secretariat of the' Paris- 
based U.N, Educational. Scientific and Cultural 


Organisation — UNESCO. 

^blnin also has headed the southern Euro- 
pean office of the Soviet Foreign Ministry. 

He held two news conference while serving at 
the United Nations. He hewed cicely, to. the 
,poIjpy statements made by Gorbachev, speaking 
'slowly In Russian. 

A West European envoy said he had rarely en- 
countered a Soviet diplomat with such a dif- 
ference In his public and private life.

-Dubinin was a member of the Soviet delegation 
that negotiated the 1975 Helsinki Accord on Sc- ' 
curlty and Cooperation in Europe and attended - 
the review conforcnce In Madrid in 1980-83. 

At one point during the Madrid conference, 
Dubinin objected to the position taken by 
Austrian Ambassador Franz Ceska and asked If -- 
Austria, a neutral nation, had Joined NATO, the 
Western military alliance. .
